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PRINCE METTERNICH. 


The Man Whose Memoirs Are Enter- 
taining the World. 
[From the New York Times. | 


As one of the statesmen most instrumental 
in the downfallof Napoleon the Great, the 
Austriun Minister of State, Clement Wenzel 
Nepomuk Lotbair. Prince of Metternich- 
Winneburg, received from Austria the ‘itle of 
Prince of the Realm for himself und his de- 
scendants; from Naples, the title of Duke of 
Portella, and from Spain the rank of Grandee 
of the first class. His family lately owned es- 
tates in Bohemta ana Moravia and on the 
Rhine. Metternich came yf an ancient Rhen- 
ish noble stock which could boast of three 
clerical Grand Dukes, two being of Trier and 
the third of Mayence. Metternich was vorn 
at Koblenz in 1773, and became Embassador 
to The Hague when hardly of age. By a cal- 
culated marriage he strengtheued himself 
in Austria, his wife being not only an 
beiress but a niece of the old diplomat 
Kaunitz. In 1797 he went as Envoy to 
the Radstadt Peace Congress for Westphalia, 
and Austria sent him successively as Embass- 
ador to Dresden in 1801, Berlin in 1803, and 
finally to Paris in 1806. Toe Premiership of 
Austria was given him in 1809, after Wagram. 
Until 1848 he oecupied positions of the very 
highest honor and trust within the grant of 
Austria. His early life was greatly influcnced 
by the French Revolution, for which he con- 
ceived a horror proportionate to the pejudices 
natural ina person weddedto belief in the 
divinity of Kings and the superiority of birth. 
Metternich became the soul ofthe reaction 
that stifled in Germany, Austria and Italy 
every aspiration toward constitutional liberty, 
and did more than any one man to render the 
internal government and external policy of 
Austria odious totbe world. It is true that 
Metternich threwthe blame upon Francis 
I., of whom he said that he possessed the con- 
fidence ofthe Emperor only for one reason, 
„because he kept the path which the Emper- 
or pointed out.’’ But the same policy of 
censorship, espjonage and isolation was pur- 
sued under Ferdinand I. A revolution at 
Vienna in 1848 sent Metternich as a fugitive to 
England, «after which his services were no 
longer used, although he returned to Vienna 
in afew years, owing to the collapse of the 
revolution. Prince Richard Metternich, the 
editor of bis memoirs, is his eldest son by a 
second marriage, there being no sons by the 
first. He hud three wives. Metternich was a 
bureaucrat and 4d vctrinaire of tbe highest 
type, but many thinkers would begluth to put 
him among the great statesmen of the worid. 
Napoleon said to him: ‘Metternich comes 
near to being u statesman—he lies well.“ 
‘Lhe world is now ina position to see what 
Metternich thought of Napoleon. 
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FLAGMAKER BETSY ROSS. 
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The Woman of Genius Who Designed 
the American Flag. 
[From the Washington Tost. } 

Now that the modern Penelope is stabbing 
her white fingers withthe point of a cruel 
needle and getting the wsthetic bulrush in 
faithful Kensington colors on sereens and 
panels, it is interesting to recall the achieve- 
ments of our grandmothers in that direction. 
In the quiet old days before the sewing ma- 
chine, noisy and aggressive, forced dafnty and 
womanly handicraits from the fleid, they did 
some work that Was greatly to their credit, 
und one of them at least has been embalmed 
inthe amber of bistorv by means of her nee- 
dlework. She was the genius of the scissors, 
and with that good blade Exealibur she cut 
her way to fame and fortune. General Wash- 
ington humself was roused to enthusiasm by 
the deftness with which Mrs. Betsy Ross, of 
Philadelphia,folded and cut, at one fell stroke, 
a White satin star. For forty-six years she 
mide flags for the army and navy. 

At the request of Dr. Franklin, George Mor- 
ris and Col. George Ross, she made the first 
flag of the United States, and Thomas Paine, 
who seems to have bad a finger in every pie in 
these good old times, showed her how to set 
the stars on the flag. It was at one time pro- 
pored to omit the eagle from the navy flag, 
but agamst this Paul Jones protested. Be— 
sides being flag- maker extraordinary to the 
General Government, she was an artistic up- 
holsterer, and furnished parlors, theaters and 
hotels. She not only worked herself, but gave 
employment to all her relatives and friends. 
She upholstered the ocean steamers that plied 
between the new England and the old. For 
all these purposes she herself imported the 
ricbest fabrics, and nothing, says the sketch of 
her life Which has come down to us, could be 
more bright and beautiful than the draperies 
Which she designed. Probably Miss Ross did 
not say designed. She would have been 
much more likely, in the sensible phraseology 
of the day, to say that she cut them out’’ 
and“ made them up.“ She would look with 
scant admiration on the dubious colors and 
half and quarter” shades of modern panels.

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THE DUKE OF ARGYLL. 


His Views of the Great American Me- 
tropolis. 
[From a Letter to Frazier's Magazine. | 


The intense heat which brooded over New 


York during the very short stay I was able to 
make there rendered it a work of no small la- 
bor to see even the Cypriote collection of Gen. 
Cesnola and the Museum of Natural History. 
The first of these ought to have been secured 
for the British Museum. Its great interest 
lies in the close links of connection which it 
supplies between the art of Assyria, of Phœ- 
nicia, of Egypt snd of Greece. At New York 
it is, for the present at least, entirely isolated 
and separated from all other collections which 
are related to any of its many-sided aspects. 
But our American friends did a good stroke of 
business in securing it for a sumsmal! in com- 
parison with its great value in the history of 
ancient art. It must be added that the 
wealthy and enterprising citizens who secured 
it for the New World show a proper apprecia- 
tion of the prize, and that the illustrations 
and descriptions of the many curious and 
beautiful objects it cont. ins, which have been 
executed in America under Gen. Cesnola’s di- 
rection, are worthy of their theme. 

Even a visit of two days toacity like New 
York leaves some impressions on the mind 
which cannot be very wide of the truth. It is 
impossible not to bestruck by the great wealth 
aid luxury displayed both in its public and in 
its private buildings. It has been a common- 
place thing to speak of the growth of luxury 
in the Old World and of the increasing sepa- 
ration between the rich and poor. It is often 
said that the rich ure getting richg@ and the 
poor are getting poorer. I have alw:fs doubted 
the fact. The increase of wealth in recent 
years in England and in Europe generally has 
een mainly, I believe, an increase in the num- 
ber of moderate incomes and an increase in 
the wages of labor. But if the common saying 
is at ali true anywhere, I should say that the 
appearances of it are most conspicuous in such 
acity as New York. Costly and ostentatious 
houses are far more common than in London. 
Shops forthe sale of luxuries are on an en- 
ormous scale. I doubt if there exists any- 
where in London, or in any capital of the Old 
World, such an establishment as that of 
Tiffany. in New York, fur the sale of jewelry 
and other urticles of great cost. It is an es- 
tablishmeut, too, it must be added, not more 
remarkable for its enormous extent than for 
the admirable taste of its designs. Other 
stores“ on a similar scale, for the sale of 
women’s attire, indicate fhe scale on which 
luxurious expenditure prexails among the 
richer classes of America. And it must be so. 
The growing wealth of America is founded on 
the secure possession of every element which 
can yield boundless returns, not only to in- 
dustry, but. above all,to capital shrewdly used. 
In the Old World those who gain great protits 
are accustomed to look to the future, and not 
to think only of the present. ‘They seek in- 
vestments which will be a permanent record 
of their success, and be alasting influence in 
the society to which they belong. They buy 
an esate. they build cottages, they drain and 
reclaim land. In the New World this incen- 
tive to saving does not exist. Fortunes are 
expended as rapidly as they are made. A few 
individuals of great public spirit found or en- 
dow publicinstitutions or become muniticent 
supporters of scientific research. But such 
persons are and always must bea very small 
minoritv. The tendeney of things is to lavish 
expenditure and to luxurious living. Lam not. 
now arguing as to which of the two systems 
is the best. Que great moralist 
of the lust centurv has said in a 
celebrated passage that ‘*whatever makes 
the past, the distant, or the future predomin- 
ate over the present, advances us in the dig- 
nity of thinking beings.’’ But many political 
philosophers do not accept this doetrine, and 
ure jealous of the wealth or of the distinctions 
Which way be gained by individuals in one 
generation surviving in another. Whether 
this jealousy be good or bad, it is certain that 
laws or customs which are inspired by it tend 
to the quicker dissipation rather than to the 
more equal distribution of wealth. New York 
has all the appearance of being one of the most 
luxurious cities in the world, while the 

discontent of the- werking classes is often 
propitiated, if I may believe the gen- 
eral consensus of my American friends, by 
tolerating heavy taxation which these classes 
impose but to which they do not contribuie.

in a manner which is generally extraVvagaat and 
very often corrupt. 
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Raising a New Skull.

Both Houses of Congress Simultane- 
ously Deluged With Petitions.

As soon as the journal had been read in 
the Senate to-day, it became apparent that 
the woman-suffragists had combined their 
forces und made an attack upon the Senators 
all along the line. The call for petitions and 
memorials brought out a great number of pe- 
titions, signed by both men and women, 
pleading for an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion Which shali read as follows: The right 
of suffrage in the United States shall be based 
on citizenship, and shall be regulated by Con- 
gress, and all citizens of the United States, 
native and naturajized, shall en- 
joy tbis right equally. without 
anv distinction founded on sex.“ Each peti- 
tion had been carefully enclosed in a white 
envelope, and tbe contents of these had been 
described upon the exterior in one and the 
same handwriting. Mr. Thurman presented 
thirteen of these documents, and nearly every 
other Senator relieved his desk uf several of 
them. The women had evidently expected

The Venerable Doorkeeper of the Navy 
Department.

At the door leading into the room of the 
Secretary of; the 1 there stands an old 
colored. man, tall, straight and dignified. The 
covering of bis venerable head is 

etti.g Fray with age. His name is Lindsay 

use. For fifty-two years. without inter- 
mission, he hus swung to and fro the door of 
the Secretarv’s office, and every one of the 
three bundred and sixty-five days of the year, 
rain or shine, finds him at his post. Lindsay 
Muse bas known almost every officer of the 
army and navy, from General and Admiral, 
down to Lieutenam and Ensign, who have 
had business with the Navy Department for 
halfacentury. He was born in Northum- 
berland county, Virginia, in the year 1805. 
Being more fortunate than some of his col- 
ored brethren he made his way to Washing- 
ton when quite a young man, and, having 
worked about the Navy Department at dif- 
ferent times, his fidelity and industry made 
him many friends, who had him ap- 
pointed assistant messenger under Secretary 
Samuel L. Southard in 1828. Since that time 
he has been on continual duty. and has served 
under the following Secre®aries: Joho Branch, 
Levi Woodbury Dickerson, Jas. K. Pauld- 
ing, Geo. E. Badger, Abel P. Upsheer, David 
Hehshaw, Ibomas W. Gilmer, John Y. Ma- 
son, Geo. Bancroft, Wm. Ballard Preston, 
Wm. A. Graham, John J. Kennedy, James 
C. Dobobin, Isaac Toucey, Gideon Welles, 
Adolph E. Borie, Geo. M. Robeson, and the 
present Secretary, Richard W. Thompson, 
of Indiana. ‘The colored man has outlived all 
of these gentlemen, except three, viZ.: 
George Bancroft, the eminent historian, Geo. 
M. Robeson, member of Congress from New 
Jersey, and Adolph E. Borie, of Philadelphia. 

This attentive door-keeper has been in oflice 
so long that he holds a kind of mortgage on 
the place, and he has become so thickly crust- 
ed with official dignity that to make him bend 
and come down tothe level of a common dar- 
key requires almost as much 
red tape as it does to 
get a bill through Congress. All the aaval 
ofticers know him and give him a salute when 
passing. Several ofthe naval heroes of the 
war of 1812 have served in the navy de- 
partment during Lindsay’s term of oilice, 
among them being Commodores Rogers, 
Stewart, Chauncey, Morris, Warrington, 
Crane, and many others. At the time this old 
servant first appeared on duty John Quincy 
Adams was President, but Lindsay sticks 
whether the administration is Democratic, 
Kepublican, or anythingelse. He never voted 
in his life, and isa firm advocate of the civil- 
service rules. Almost every Secretary when 
leaving the office has thanked this door-keep- 
er for his faithful and intelligent performance 
of duty, and has given him an autograph 
letter testifying to his high regard for him. 
These letters Mr. Muse keeps locked up from 
human eye, but brought forth one for the Times 
reporter to look at. He says it is a fair sam- 
ple of themall. The following is a copy of the 
letter: 

LINDSAY MusE: I can not leave the depart- 
ment without expressing to you my high 
sense of your fidelity and good conduct as 
messenger of the Navy Department. Your 
manner in performing your duty has always 
met with my perfect approbation,

Washington, Dec. 1, 1546.

ever, omitted in the performance, may well be 
questioned by the musician; the poetical sen- 
timentisthe same in both operas, andthe 
only plausible reason for the interpolation is 
that Gounod’s part of this scene is very heavy 
and spun out at considerable length, which 
could not well be shortened without spoiling 
the harmonic connection. in this scene Miss 
Abbott rose to a height of dramatic expression 
which carried the audience by storm; her par- 
oxysm of despairand anguish were intensely 
realistic.

THE MARKETS. 


Retail Rates of All Suppliesthat Glad- 
den the Inner Man. 

Those who desire variety in the way of edi- 
bles adapted for the household must have 
been satisfied this morning on visiting the 
Union Market and inspecting the articles there 
exhibited. The complaint is general con- 
cerning the weather, and all branches of the 
market are sufferers by the unseasonable at- 
mosphere, but in spite of this fact they have 
succeeded in placing before the patrons of 
that institution all the delicacies of the sea- 
son, as displayed by the artistic arrangement 
of wares this morning. The business during 


the week has improved somewhat, although 
not what would be the total if the cold weather 
had continued and a regular good winter had 
set in. While all the different departments have 
come in for their share of trade, the best 
patronized portion is that devoted to the cor- 
pulent turkey, palatable chicken and other 
dainties of a well assorted game and poultry 
stores 


GAME AND POULTRY. 

Things come with a rush,and what one per- 
son wants as a general thing the entire public 
are anxious to secure. Just now the public 
voice is busily engaged in demanding turkeys 
and dressed chickens of the various dealers. 
As a consequence,the demand being quiet ex- 
tensive and the weather unfavorable fora 
large supply, the dealers have no trouble in 
disposing of them at good figures. Squirrels 
are as scarce in the markets as the hunters 
find them in the woods ofthis vicinity. and 
they are quoted at 10 cents apiece. 
The common rabbits are not as abundant as 
was the case last week. They are retailed at 
$140 per dozen. Turkeys are selling for ten 
cents per pound, and dressed ehicken are 
held at 25 to 35 cents apiece. Geese are sold 
at 60 cents, and ducks are quoted at 25 to 35 
cents eaeh. Wild ducks are scarce at 50 cents, 
and quails bring $3 per dozen. Pheasants 
are $1 25 per pair, while prairie chickens are 
selling at25to 30 cents apiece. Venison is 
still 20 cents a pound. 

MEATS. 

The demand for the different varieties of 
meats continues fair,but not as largeas would 
nfturally be the case had the weather been 
cold and settled. The inviting sirloin steaks 
displayed in atempting manner only sell from 
10 10 12 1-2 cents a pound. The still more 
luscious porter-house cut only commands 15 
cents per pound. Mutton has fallen in price, 
and now ranges from 8 to 12 1-2 cents. Pork 
continues firm and independent as the histori- 
cal hog on ice, and retails for 7 to 8 cents per 
pound. Veal is beld at 8 to 10 cents, and 
corned beef at 6 cents per pound. Sausage, 
with all the uncertainties of life attaching to 
it, is sold at 7 1-2 cents per pound, 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Cabbages are sellipg for 5 cents a head, cele- 
ry at 25 to50 cents per dozen stalks. and but- 
ter beans at 10 cents a quart. Lettuce re- 
tails at 40 cents a dozen, sweet potatoes 25 to 
30 cents a peck, while the fragrant sour kraut 
commands attention at 25 cents a gallon. Tur- 
nips 15 to 20 cents a peck ; cranberries continue 
at 10 cents per quart. Apples are 25 to 50 
cents a peck, Catawba grapes are selling for 
30 cents a box, white Malaga bring 30 cents 
per pound. Oranges are retailed at prices 
ranging from 25for the poorest to 50 cents for 
the selected and assorted varieties. Lemons 
are quoted at 25 cents a dozen. fiigs 20 cents.a 
pound, and dates are retailed at 10 cents per. + 
pound. Oysters hold their figures at 30 to 40 
cents per can. Butter is selling according to 
the quality from 18 to22 cents per pound, 
while eggs are disposed of at prices ranging 


from 14 to 19 cents per dozen. |

THE EXPOSITION PROJECT. 


» 


It Does Not Meet With the Ra- 
couragement Expected. 


A Plan to Erect an Exposition Building at 
the Fair Grounds. 


The movement inaugurated some weeks ago 
to erect an Exposition building of grand pro- 
portions in the central part of the city does 
not seem to meet with the encouragement 
that its originators predicted for it. Various 
excuses are made for the delay in obtaining 
subscriptions. The committee appointed 
to take the matter in hand say they are wait- 
ing to see if the Municipal Assembly will loan 
either Missouri or Washington Park upon 
which to erect the building. The most im- 


portant consideration, however, is the 
money to be raised. It is esti- 
mated that it weuld take about 


$ 300, COO to make the enterprise a success. 
This is quite a large sum, asd. when it is 
known that the -nbscriptions so far amount to 
only about $15,000, there does not seem to be 
the most brilliant prospect that the requisite 


amount of money will be secured. And 
it must be remembered that some of 
the wealthiest men in the _ city have 


already made theirsubscriptions. The largest 
is that of Mr. Thomas Allen. being $5,000. 
Most of the others are quite small considering 
the magnitude of the undertaking. It is quite 
evident that the undertaking does not 
meet with that cordial reception that betokens 
success,and the secret is probably to be found 
in the fact that there is a general belief that 
an exposition down in the city would 
INTERFERE WITH THE FAIR. 

Members of the Fair Associa*ion have attend- 
ed meetings that have been held in the in- 
terest of the exposition project and some of 
them may have made small subscriptions, but 
itis easy to see that they do not vield a 
hearty support. The Board of Directors of 
the Fair Association is made up, with one or 
two exceptions, of prominent and influential 
citizens. and it would be difficult to*success- 
fully carry out a public enterprise of great 
magnitude without their support and that 
ef their friends. The more the Exposition 
project is considered the plainer it becomes 
that it would interfere with the Fair. In the 
arguments that bave been made in favor ofa 
down town Exposition reference has been 
made tothe success attending such enter- 
prises in Cincinnati and Chicago. It mustnot 


he forgotten that cities which 
have expositions do not have 
fairs. The St. Louis Fair in nearly every 


particular takes the place of an Exposition. 
It brings vast crowds of people here every 
fall, and in that way contributes vastly to the 
city's trade. This is what, it is claimed, the 
Exposition would do, but it is not probable that 
a Far and Exposition together would bring 
many more people to the city than either 
alone. 

Iu has been suggested, and the suggestion 
has met with much favor, that a grand Expo- 
sition building be erected at the Fair 
Grounds. The objection that bas always been 
urged against an Exposition at the Fair 
Grounds is that the locality is so far from the 
main portion of the city that people can not 
attend at night. 

This difficulty, which is more imaginary 
than real, can be 

EASILY OVERCOME. 
The Fair Grounds are no further from the 
central portion of the city than the Exposition 
buildings were from the central portion of 
Philadelphia. If there were an Exposition 
buileing erected in Missouri Park, nine- 
tenths of the people who would go there 
would go on the street cars. It costs 
no moreto go to the Fair Grounds and the 
time consumed would be but litter greater. 
As to the darkness, that could be easily and 
delightfully overcome by the use ofthe elec- 
trie light, which would make the place ten 


day. 

The Fair Associution now 
in debt to the amount 
of $170,000. The money that has been made 
has gone tothe improvement and adornment 
ofthe grounds andthe establishment of the 
Zoologi¢al Gardens. This latter department 
has cost over $50,000, and the Association has 
paid out over $500,000 in premiums, a larger 
dum than has been so distributed by any other 
¢imilar institution in the world. Nota 
cent of the money made has been paid 
to stockholders in the shape of 
dividends. ‘The amount paid in by subscrib- 
ers to the stock has, sofar, beena free gift. 
The indebtedness ofthe association is in the 
shape of notes which are at present bearing 8 
per cent interest. Now, suppose the associ- 
ation issue $350,000 of bonds bearing 6 per 
cent, self them to the citizens of St. Louis, use

the proceeds in paving off the 
$170,000 of indebtedness and apply the 
remaining 180,000 to the erection 


of an Exposition Building. Tbe bonds would 
be a goodinvestment and the security ample, 
as the property now owned by the assoe¢iatio 
is worth fully $500,000, to say nothiuog of the 
profits that would arise from the Fair and Ex- 
position every year. Some definite step in 
this direction will prcbably: develop itself in 
the course of a few weeks.
